Islam in Modern History ^ 

Ideologically it was not a territorial or an economic 
or a linguistic or even strictly a national community 
that was seeking a state, but a religious community. 
The drive for an Islamic state in India was in origin 
not a process by which a state sought Islamicness 
but one by which Islam sought a state.
